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Pub worker saves 

boat blaze 
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A MAN was pulled to safety 
but suffered serious burns 
after a blaze totally destroyed 
his boat. 

The 30ft wooden river cruiser, 
Coleen, was moored at Old 
School Lane in Upware, outside 
the Five Miles From Anywhere 
pub, when the fire broke out. 

The man, believed to be a Cambridge 
University professor, suffered burns but 
was pulled from the flames by Geoff 
Wright, whose Golden Merlin boat was 
moored just yards away. 

Mr Wright, 52, then called the emerg¬ 
ency services and also alerted the own¬ 
ers of the pub where he works. 

Fire crews from Soham and Camb¬ 
ridge arrived just after 6.10am on 
Tuesday but the boat was completely 
destroyed by the accidental fire. 

The man had burns to his arms and 
received treatment from ambulance 
staff before being transferred to 
hospital. 

Mr Wright said: “I just heard a bang 
and thought it was another boat hitting 
mine. I looked out and saw the boat on 
fire. There were a lot of flames. 

“I know Steve, he’s a Cambridge pro¬ 
fessor, and I’ve been on board the boat 
before. I pulled him away and called the 
fire brigade. I told them it was a petrol- 
driven boat and there was gas on board. 



They were very professional.” 

Lorraine Nichols, who owns the pub 
with husband David, said: “We are right 
on the river and we heard quite a large 
explosion at 6.05am. 

“The next thing we knew was Geoff 
Wright shouting up to say a boat was on 
fire. I called the fire brigade but they 
had already been alerted. 


“The man was quite badly burned 
and we hosed him down. The boat was 
not tied up so Geoff tied it to a tree. Me 
and my husband then moved Geoff’s 
boat.” 

She said the injured man was a 
frequent user of the stretch of the River 
Cam near Upware and was an occ¬ 
asional customer of the pub.

20mph trial ‘will 
put off shoppers’ 


A TRIAL 20mph speed limit 
scheme will put people off shop¬ 
ping in Soham, councillors 
claim. 

Worried district councillors fear 
reducing the speed limit in parts of the 
town will have negative effects on both 
the economy and pollution. 

The concerns have been raised just a 
fortnight after Cambridgeshire County 
Council’s highways team approved a 
trial. 

As part of a countywide initiative for 
reducing casualties, the roads affected 
are High Street, Market Street, Church- 
gate Street and White Hart Lane. 

Soham was chosen to trial the project 
for East Cambridgeshire, after similar 
schemes in cities such as Portsmouth 
and Newcastle proved to be successful. 

But Cllr Mark Duckworth, one of 
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Soham South’s two councillors on the 
district council, said the scheme could 
put people off coming into the town 
centre. He thought 20mph was too low. 

“This scheme could be a catastrophe 
for Soham’s town centre in that it could 
put people off coming into the town. 

“If people have to brake all the time, 
on top of having to go over the ever- 
increasing number of speed bumps the 
town has, it can only be a put-off.” 

The scheme must be delivered within 
a budget of £17,000, which will pay for 
new signs and road markings. 

But Cllr John Humphreys, the other 
Soham South councillor, described the 
whole project as a “waste of time”. 


He said: “This can only be a bad thing 
for Soham. We already have speed 
humps of every type and chicanes 
galore. They are right the way from the 
BP garage to the High Street and they 
put people off coming in. 

“So this 20mph limit is going to put 
even more people off.” 

But Cllr Mac McGuire, deputy leader 
and cabinet member for highways at the 
county council, said: “Improving road 
safety is a key priority for the council. 

“We hope the trial will help reduce 
accidents even further and have the 
knock-on effect of encouraging more 
people to use alternative transport such 
as bicycles as they feel traffic is slower.” 

He stressed it was a trial and the 
results would be carefully studied before 
any expansion of the scheme was 
considered.

It is aimed at retaining Ely’s identity, 
promoting green spaces and strength¬ 
ening it as a place to work, live and shop, 
and will include major projects such as a 
new country park, leisure facility, tourist 
attractions and a southern bypass. 

If approved, the public consultation is 
expected to run for two months, where 
all members of the public will be able to 
have their say. 

Cllr Peter Moakes, chairman of the 
strategic development committee, said: 
“I think we all agree that the process we 
have been through so far on the Ely 
Masterplan has been the most detailed 


and exhaustive of any work the council 
has ever undertaken. 

“We are now nearing the end of the 
beginning of the process but there is still 
a huge amount that the public can 
contribute. 

“We have shown how much we have 
learnt during the last year. 

“We have spoken to many experts, 
asked the public what they think on 
options and taken on board a lot of 
evidence. 

“This has helped us to set realistic 
growth targets for the long term and 
better understand what is really imp¬ 
ortant for the future of Ely. 

“As we have said many times before, it 
is vital we get this process right as we 
have only one shot at developing our 
great city - let’s not waste it.”

Tragic farm worker 
set himself on fire 


A TEENAGER whose burning 
body was found on a Cam¬ 
bridgeshire potato farm had 
committed suicide. 

fohn Philip Dean-Hessey, 18, 
poured petrol over his clothes 
before setting himself alight, an 
inquest heard. 

The popular farm worker was 
found in his blue boiler suit, 
covered in flames, at his place of 
work, Whitebridge Farm, in 
Littleport. 

He killed himself at around 
5am on fune 22 after falling out 
with his girlfriend the day 
before. 

fanet Allen, fohn’s great-aunt, 
gave evidence at the inquest at 
Ely Magistrates’ Court on 
Tuesday. 

She described him as a 
“happy-go-lucky person” who 
was always cheerful. 

Speaking to the coroner for 
North and East Cambridgeshire, 
William Morris, she said: “fohn 
had been in a relationship with 
a girl from Littleport just before 
he died. 

“It was when he met her that 
he lost his cheerfulness and 
their relationship was always on 
and off. 

“The day before his body was 
found, on the Sunday, I got a call 
from him asking me to pick me 
up from her house. 

“When I got there, he had his 
bags with him and there was a 
bit of a scene outside the house. 


She got into the car and 
wouldn’t let go of him, she didn’t 
want him to go. 

“But we left and came back to 
my house. 

“He then said he wanted to go 
back to hers, which he did, and I 
assume he went to work the 
next morning. 

“That was the last I saw of 
him.” 

fohn’s body was found at the 
farm by his co-worker fohn 
Saberton, also from Littleport. 

Mr Saberton said: “I drove 
into the yard that morning and 
saw smoke and flames. 

“I thought it was just some 
rubbish being burned so got out 
of my car and walked over there 
but it was a body. 

“I immediately called my boss 
then rang 999. There was also a 
red petrol can lying near him.” 

fohn started at the farm as a 
work experience placement at 
the age of 15. 

But when he left school, A. L. 
Lee and Sons, owners of the 
farm, took him on as a perm¬ 
anent farm worker, where apart 
from a short period, he stayed 
up until his death. 

Coroner Morris recorded a 
verdict of suicide, with death 
from smoke inhalation and 
burns. 

He added: “It is clear that the 
deceased set light to himself to 
kill himself. This is a very sad 
case for someone so young.”

35 animals left without food 


A WOMAN has been bann¬ 
ed from keeping animals for 
two years after being found 
guilty of failing to meet the 
welfare needs of 35 animals. 

Claire McPherson, of 
Bury Road, Newmarket, was 
also ordered to pay £250 
costs when she appeared 
for sentencing at Wisbech 
Magistrates’ Court. 

She had previously den¬ 
ied failing to provide the 
animals with an adequate 
diet and failing to provide a 
suitable environment, but 
she was found guilty in a 
case brought by the RSPCA. 

Magistrates found she 
failed to meet the welfare 
needs of seven hens, two 


rabbits, two guinea pigs, a 
cockatiel, two budgies, four 
hamsters, two rats, four 
mice and 11 cats. 

The animals were re¬ 
moved from McPherson’s 
previous address in March 
Road, Wimblington, into the 
care of the RSPCA by police 
officers in September 2008. 

They had been left for 
periods of at least 48 hours 
without food and water. 

Four of the hens had no 
ventilation in the outhouse 
they lived in and many of 
the animals and birds were 
living in very dirty condit¬ 
ions. 

McPherson, 36, had 
claimed that a dispute with 


neighbours had led to her 
leaving the animals. 

RSPCA inspector Ion 
Knight said: “The condit¬ 
ions the animals were left in 
were filthy and not at all 
suitable. 

“To leave animals in this 
kind of environment with 
nothing to eat or drink is 
unacceptable. I left notices 
for her to get in contact 
which were ignored.” 

After the case, an RSPCA 
spokeswoman said: “The 
sentence shows that owners 
must take responsibility for 
their pets and not leave 
them in conditions like 
these.”

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Man off work sick with 
swine flu loses his job 


AN office worker was 
made redundant while 
off sick with suspected 
swine flu - and his day 
went from bad to worse 
when he was told not 
to come into the office 
to pick up his belong¬ 
ings. 

Cambridge Asphalte 
Group left Andrew Berry’s 
possessions in a box outside 
itsWaterbeach office. 

Mr Berry, 21, said he felt 
like he was being treated like 
he had the plague. 

The Stretham resident, 
who is no longer showing 
symptoms, added: “I can’t 
even say goodbye to people 
I’ve worked with and formed 
friendships with after a year’s 
service.” 

Cambridge Asphalte 
Group said it made Mr Berry 
redundant as part of planned 
restructuring that has 
brought other job losses, and 
offered him the chance to 
come into the office to pick 
up his possessions when he 
was definitely free of flu. 

Mr Berry, who was a con¬ 
tracts assistant, felt unwell 
last Monday afternoon and 
left work early after gaining 
permission. 

When he called the comp¬ 
any last Wednesday to in¬ 
form them he was still ill, he 
was told the bad news he 
was being made redundant. 

So, still suffering from flu, 
he had to start looking for 
another job. 

“It caused considerable 
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stress,” he said. “During a 
period when I should be able 
to stay at home and conval¬ 
esce, I have had to make 
preparations to find altern¬ 
ative work.” 

Mr Berry said he was told 
not to come back to pick up 
his personal possessions for 
fear of passing on the virus, 
and that he “wouldn’t be 
allowed entry to the building 
in anyway, shape or form”. 

A spokesman for Camb¬ 
ridge Asphalte Group said: 
“Our intention was to make 
Andrew redundant at the 
end of the month, which was 
Friday. Unfortunately, And¬ 
rew contracted an illness 
which was believed to be 
swine flu. 

“Rather than wanting to 
say: 'Welcome back, you’re 
made redundant’, we dec¬ 
ided the way was to inform 
him immediately to give him 
time to look for work.” 

The spokesman added: “If 
he would like to say goodbye, 
he’s more than welcome to 
do it when he has a doctor’s 
note to say he hasn’t got 
swine flu. 

“I can’t afford for another 
three or four of my staff to be 
off with swine flu. That was 
the reason we did not ask 
Andrew to collect his items.” 

The spokesman said the 
timing of the redundancy 
made no difference to pay, as 
Mr Berry would still be paid 
until the end of August.

He 
said: “I wanted to take part 
because I hoped it would help 
in some way, as the study 
could have great significance 
to the way people with RA are 
treated.”

facing jail 


A COUPLE who transformed their 
sleepy village home into a drug 
factory to cater for their “heavy” 
addiction are facing jail. 

Andrew Billimore, 43, and Vicki Gray, 51, 
were caught with more than 80 cannabis 
plants in their back bedroom. The couple 
said it was better they grew their own than 
supporting drug dealing. 

Police officers also discovered heat 
lamps, timers, an irrigation system and 
other items used for growing the class B 
drug when they swooped on their rural 
property in Little Downham on April 27. 

Laura Mardell, prosecuting, told Ely 
magistrates: “The back door was open 
when they arrived but nobody was there. 
Officers started their search, which is 
when they found 83 cannabis plants in the 
back bedroom. There were also lamps and 
timers. 

“A small amount of herbal cannabis 
resin was also found in the kitchen. It 
would be difficult to estimate the street 
value of all the drugs because the plants 
were all at such different stages of growth.” 

In a police interview, the pair admitted 
they had been growing cannabis and that

they had a “heavy dope addiction”. 

The couple, of Lawn Lane, pleaded 
guilty to producing a controlled class B 
drug. 

The bench heard that in September 
2000 Billimore was jailed for 20 years, of 
which he served six years and seven 
months, for supplying and possessing 
cannabis. Gray had also been jailed for 10 
months. 

Unrepresented in court, Gray said: 
“Some people drink and some people 
smoke dope and I am a dope smoker. We 
were growing it purely for our own use, 
which I think is better than supporting 
these young drug dealers out on the 
streets.” 

The Rev Michael Matthews, presiding 
magistrate, said: “This is a high number of 
plants. Having all of this in your home is 
extremely serious and you could quite 
easily be sent to prison.” 

The case was committed to Crown court 
and the pair were released on uncond¬ 
itional bail.

Homes survive after shed fire wreaks havoc 


A BLAZE which spread to 
three homes was caused by 
an electrical fault. 

Neighbours watched on 
in shock as flames tore 
through a garden shed in 
Croft Park Road, Littleport, 
enveloping a garage and 
moving into a second shed. 

The fire also engulfed the 
roof void of three houses on 
the quiet street. 

No-one was injured in the 
incident, which happened 
just after noon on Saturday. 


A father-of-two, who saw 
the flames from his living 
room window, said: “I heard 
the sirens coming through 
the village and looked out 
the window. 

“I could not believe how 
quickly the fire was 
spreading and how feisty 
the flames were. 

“The crews did very well 
to control it.” 

Another neighbour, who 
did not want to be named, 
said: “Thankfully, nobody 


was hurt as that was what I 
immediately thought.” 

Firefighters also said the 
outcome of the blaze could 
have been very different. 

Crew manager Morris 
O’Kane said: “Had this fire 
happened at night and had 
the occupants not had a 
smoke alarm fitted, it could 
have had extremely tragic 
consequences. 

“I would urge anyone 
who does not have a smoke 
alarm to get one fitted.” 


The owners of the shed 
where the fire started 
carried out a fire safety 
check at the property just a 
month ago and the smoke 
alarm was sounding when 
the engines arrived. 

One of the sheds was 
completely destroyed while 
the garage lost its roof. 

The roof voids suffered 
some damage from smoke 
and flames but the houses 
themselves were not 
affected. 


Inspectors slam 
police standards 


OFFICERS laughed at CCTV 
footage of a man bashing his 
head against a cell wall, a 
damning report has reveal¬ 
ed. 

Inspectors have found a raft of 
failures by the Cambridgeshire 
force, including DNA samples left 
in a police fridge alongside a half- 
eaten takeaway meal. 

The report into the force’s 
custody arrangements showed 
widespread failures to properly 
manage DNA material, including 
case evidence. 

Inspectors discovered old blood, 
urine and other forensic materials 
that were not properly stored in 
fridges and freezers. 

The joint inspection by the 
police and prison inspectorates 
also criticised wider failures to 
ensure the safety of suspects in 
cells. 

The inspection team saw a group 
of officers laughing while watching 
a drunken inmate smashing his 
head on a cell wall on CCTV One 
police staff member told insp¬ 
ectors: “We are overdue a death in 
custody. We will learn lessons from 
it and move on.” 

But the most severe criticism was 
reserved for failures in handling 
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forensic material. 

Inspectors found samples stored 
with “unsealed foodstuffs”, in¬ 
cluding frozen raw meat alongside 
frozen congealed blood - raising 
the risk of contamination. 

The report stated: “Fridges in 
most suites were full of forensic 
samples that had not been dealt 
with and there was widespread 
evidence of systemic failings in the 
handling, storing and destruction 
of forensic and DNA samples. 

“The situation was highly un¬ 
satisfactory, with potential failings 
to bring offenders to justice and 
cases being unnecessarily dis¬ 
continued by the Crown Prosec¬ 
ution Service as a result of police 
failings. 

“This raised the prospect of 
miscarriages of justice and had 
serious implications for the admin¬ 
istration of justice and maintaining 
public confidence in forensic or 
DNA evidence.” 

Overall standards of custody 
arrangements were “very weak”. 
Staff were not properly trained, and 
appeared uncaring and unpro¬ 
fessional. 

Some detainees were not fed for 


more than 12 hours, cells were 
found in a “dangerous” state of 
disrepair and some had “ligature 
points” from which inmates could 
hang themselves. 

Police officers ignored or muted 
alarm bells from cells. 

Dame Anne Owers, chief in¬ 
spector of prisons, said: “This 
independent inspection of the 
police custody suites of Cam¬ 
bridgeshire Constabulary exposed 
considerable shortfalls in many 
aspects of strategic management 
and service delivery. 

“Urgent improvement was 
required to bring these suites up to 
a satisfactory standard.” 

John Feavyour, Deputy Chief 
Constable, said: “Most of the 
recommendations in this docu¬ 
ment we have accepted, and many 
we have already implemented in 
full. 

“The people of Cambridgeshire 
can be reassured that this report 
gives a view of how some things 
were nine months ago, and not 
how they are today.” 

He said most of the samples in 
fridges were from people who had 
been eliminated from inquiries. 

He said criticisms of disres¬ 
pectful or uncaring attitudes had 
caused “great distress”.

Army chef Ricky gets cooking on the front line 


A YOUNG chef from Ely is helping to feed 
1,800 troops a day on the front line in 
Afghanistan. 

Ricky Walker, a Royal Logistic Corps 
chef, is three months into a six-month 
operational tour at Camp Bastion, Helmand 
Province - one of the main bases in the 
war-ravaged country. 

The 20-year-old, who studied at the City 
of Ely Community College, was inspired to 
join the army by his brother, Lee, 22, who is 
serving in Germany as a radio operator, 
also in the Royal Logistic Corps. 

The rest of Ricky’s family, dad Kelvin, 
step-mum Sharon, brothers Jason, 17, 

Scott, 14, Shane, 8, and sisters Gemma, 

21, Rosemary, 19, and Nina, 11, all live in 
Ely. 

Ricky said: “I work in the main kitchen at 
Camp Bastion Two and this involves being 
part of a team that provides food for 1,800 
personnel from multi-national forces and 
we use £6,000 worth of food every day. 

“I am usually tasked with producing one 
or two of the main dishes such as lasagne 
or a roast. 

“I had only travelled as far as Scotland 
before I joined the army, and I am now 
serving in Afghanistan which I think is a 
fantastic opportunity, experiencing working 
in a kitchen of this size. 

“I previously served in Northern Ireland 
and during the deployment to Afghanistan 
we stopped in a US Army base in the United 
Arab Emirates. 

“I am really enjoying the opportunities 
the army has given me, mostly the travel.”

Downfall of 


carer 



A CARE worker who covertly 
ran up bills of more than £600 
on her client’s phone lost her 
job and ended up in court. 

Jane Pandehuni, 48, made calls to 
her family in Zimbabwe because she 
was desperate to hear from them after 
her brother was murdered, Ely 
magistrates heard. 

At the time of making the £609 worth 
of calls, she was a live-in carer for Ely 
resident Margaret Hardy. 

Mrs Hardy needed 24-hour care after 
suffering a massive brain injury in a 
road accident 10 years ago. 

Pandehuni’s secret calls were 
uncovered after Mrs Hardy’s solicitors 
noticed a jump in her phone bills. 

Delia Matthews, prosecuting, said: 
“They noticed there had been a sig¬ 
nificant increase in her phone bills 
which showed she had been making 
international calls, which was then 
brought to the attention of Care Force, 
Pandehuni’s employers. 

“After an investigation, Pandehuni 
told the company she made the calls.” 

Pandehuni, now of Westcliff-on-Sea, 
Essex, admitted dishonestly abusing

her position as a care worker by caus¬ 
ing Mrs Hardy financial loss. 

Lowri Roberts, mitigating, said 
exceptional circumstances had led to 
her client’s actions. 

She added: “It was never Mrs 
Pandehuni’s intention to hide it - she is 
not a dishonest woman. 

“She was always going to pay it and 
she had a loving relationship with Mrs 
Hardy. The phone card that the 
company provide all staff with was not 
working and she was desperate to 
make the calls. 

“My client has always worked as a 
carer, both in Africa and in the UK, and 
she is sad she can no longer work in 
the field.” 

Mary Rone, presiding magistrate, 
ordered Pandehuni to do 100 hours of 
work in the community. 

Describing it as a serious case of 
fraud, she also ordered her to pay Mrs 
Hardy £459 in compensation.

Asia among top 
bands at rock 
extravaganza 


EIGHTIES supergroup Asia will 
be among the headliners at this 
week’s Cambridge Rock 
Festival. With more than 100 
bands playing across three 
stages, it’s set to be the city’s 
biggest-and best-rock 
festival yet. 

“We’ve got a great line-up,” says 
stage manager Mark Ablewhite. 
“There’s everything from big names, 
like Asia, to brand new bands that are 
just starting out. There’s classic rock, 
prog rock, blues... a real range.” 

Opening today, for a special taster 
night, the festival runs until Sunday. 
Taking place at Haggis Farm Polo 
Club, Barton, the attractions include 
more than live music: there will be a 
campsite, craft stalls, art workshops 
and an impressive food and drink 
area (boasting more than 70 real 
ales). 

But the star attraction will, says 
Mark, be the Sunday night set by 
Asia; founded in 1981, the group 
found fame with chart-toppers like 
Heat of the Moment. The band is 
appearing with its original line-up, 
including former Yes musicians Steve 
Howe and Geoff Downes. 


Mark, a confirmed rock fan, says 
there are treats in store from some of 
the lesser-known acts too. At the 
tender age of 18, for example, blues 
guitarist Oli Brown is already winning 
rave reviews: Classic Rock magazine 
called him “one of the best and 
brightest guitar heroes performing in 
the world today”. Oli, who’s toured 
with the likes of John Mayall, will play 
the rock fest tonight. 

Two big bands - Jefferson 
Starship and Quicksilver Messenger 
Service - dropped out of the festival 
after cancelling all their UK tour dates. 
So, in a change to the original 
programme, festival-goers can see 
Uriah Heep, the band known 
affectionately as “The Beach Boys of 
heavy metal” - along with The 
Quireboys, Pete Brown, Never the 
Bride, Stray, Juicy Lucy and Phoenix. 

Now in its sixth year, organisers 
say the festival has become a must 
for rock fans; people travel from all 
over the globe to attend. “We’ve got 
people coming from Finland, 
Germany, Greece and Japan,” adds 
Mark. “Over the four days thousands 
of people will come along. And 
there’s always a great atmosphere: in 
all the years we’ve been going, 
there’s never been any trouble.” 


Cambridge Rock Festival was 
founded in 2004, after music fan 
Dave Roberts spotted a gap in the 
market. “We had the folk festival for 
folk music and the Secret Garden 
Party for more contemporary bands,” 
explains Mark. “Dave’s idea was for a 
local festival for rock - and that’s 
how the Cambridge Rock Festival 
started.” 

The festival now has three all- 
weather stages: alongside the main 
stage, there’s a blues stage and an 
alternative area, which will have a 
different theme each day. 

“As a friend of mine said, there are 
only two types of music at the end of 
the day: music you like and music 
you don’t,” says Mark, whose band, 
classic rock act Joker, will play 
tomorrow. “And, from big names to 
new acts, there’s going to be some 
great stuff at the Cambridge Rock 
Festival.” 

■ A pass for all four days of the 
festival costs £89. Tickets to tonight’s 
taster event cost £15, a day pass for 
tomorrow costs £25 and day passes 
for Saturday and Sunday are priced 
£35.

Plant summer bulbs 
which stay the course 


L ate summer-flowering 
bulbs such as dahlias, 
fcrocosmias and lilies 
bring a burst of colour in 
the borders when a lot of 
other plants are past their 
best. 

However, their maintenance 
can become a chore in the 
autumn, when many will need to 
be dug up and stored until next 
year. 

Busy gardeners may not have 
the time or the inclination to dig 
up bulbs, clean and dry them off 
and store them in a frost-free place 
until next year. 

However, there are summer¬ 
flowering bulbs which are happy 
to stay in the ground and will 
perform in subsequent years, says 
Miek Stap, consultant at the 
Netherlands Flower Bulb 
Information Centre. 

Truly perennial bulbs include 
lilies, Anemone coronaria, 
crocosmia, liatris and Commelina 
coelistis. 

“Most of these bulbs are sun 
lovers,” Stap says. “Plant them in 
spots where there is a lot of sun 
during at least three-quarters of 
the day.” 

Lilies like ‘cold feet’ in summer, 
so they perform better when they 
are mixed in a border planting 
where other plants cover the 
ground. Plant them with 
companions with heavy foliage 
such as AlchemiUa mollis and 
heuchera. 

Anemone coronaria and 
Commelina coelistis are also both 
sun lovers. They prefer the soil to 
be warmed up easily and therefore

need to be planted in a more 
solitary setting, but will soon fill 
up the border and give a good 
flower display. 

If the ground is too cold in early 
spring, they will have trouble 
emerging. 

Crocosmia is a very easy plant, 
but is also quite invasive, so be 
careful where you plant and which 
variety you choose. In more 
organic and moisture-retentive 
soil, the plant will grow large 
leaves but bear fewer flowers, so 
they don’t need much watering - 
the drier the ground, the more the 
plant flowers. Liatris also prefers 
drier, less rich soil. 

Other bulbs which may come 
back depending on the winter rain 
and snow include Gladiolus 
calianthus, canna, crinum, 
eucharis, Nerine bowdenii, tigridia 
and Zantedeschia aethiopica. 

“All these bulbs return better 
when the soil remains dry in 
winter time,” says Stap. 

There are ways to improve the 
chances of bulbs left in the ground 
to repeat-flower in subsequent 
years. 

“Plant the bulbs a little deeper 
than the packaging says, although 
they will take a little longer to

come up in the first year’s season 
as the soil stays cold longer on a 
deeper level,” she says. 

“If you are not harvesting the 
bulbs in autumn and you would 
like them to return next summer, it 
is important that they have 
nutrients - nothing special, regular 
fertilising of your summer borders 
will do.” 

Allow leaves and stems to die 
down naturally, because if you cut 
them down it often disturbs the 
growing process for next year’s 
bulbs. 

Those that don’t die down until 
heavy frosts appear, such as canna 
and crinum, should be covered 
with leaves or straw to protect 
them over the winter. 

Of course, if you want your 
dahlias, begonias and gladioli to 
survive the winter without having 
to dig them up, the answer could 
be to grow them in containers and 
just put the pots containing the 
bulbs in a frost-free shed or cool 
greenhouse for the winter. There, 
they will become completely dry 
without any work involved. 

If the plants have had plenty of 
feed in late summer, it will give 
them a strong base for next year. 

Most will need to be repotted in 
fresh compost in spring, apart 
from nerines, crinums and 
amaryllis belladonna, which don’t 
like to be tossed around and 
should be left unless they have 
grown too big for the container. 

And remember, summer bulbs 
in containers will need warmth to 
get started again, so don’t put them 
out too early next year. 

BEST OF THE BUNCH: Lily 

These beautiful, fragrant 
summer-flowering bulbs produce 
large, flared trumpet flowers in an 
array of colours just when the 
garden may be running out of 
steam in mid-summer. Some can 
grow really tall, giving them extra 
prominence in a busy border. 

Grow them in pots on the patio 
or plant them in the border. If you 
can never remember where you 
planted your bulbs from year to 
year, place pots of lilies where 
space is available in the border, 
then you can move the pot when 
they have finished flowering. 

One of the best is Lilium regale, 
which grows to one metre, carrying 
narrow, dark-green leaves and 
large white blooms, flushed gold in 
the throat and purple pink on the 
outside of the peals. 

Another stunning type is the L 
‘Stargazer’, which is hardy, 
extremely fragrant and has 
distinctive hot pink blooms edged 
in white that face the sky. These 
lilies make excellent cut flowers 
and will lift any room in the home. 

Lily bulbs should be planted 15- 
20cm apart, at least three times 
their depth. 

Lay the bulbs on their sides 
when you plant them in early 
spring, to stop water becoming 
lodged between the fleshy scales, 
which can rot them. The bulbs also 
hate to dry out, so plant them as 
soon as you buy them. 

Lilies are quite hardy, won’t be 
worried by cold weather and 
should come up year after year.

IT’S going to rain cats and 
dogs in Ely all summer long - 
thanks to a new exhibition at 
the city’s museum. 

Called Perfect Pets, it’s aimed at 
primary age children and their parents. 
And staff are planning a whole series 
of hands-on workshops for little 
visitors too, inspired by the exhibition. 

“As you might imagine, it’s all about 
pets,” explains Elie Hughes, museum 
curator. “There’s a section about the 
jobs pets can do, like becoming guide 
dogs or police sniffer dogs. 

“There’s a section on how different 
cultures feel about their pets: the 
Ancient Egyptians, for example, loved 
cats and even mummified them. 

“And there’s also a section on 
strange pets; instead of having cats 
and dogs, some people have ferrets, 
tortoises, even spiders...” 

The exhibition, on loan from a 
museum in Luton, will be showing in 
Ely throughout the summer holidays. 
“We’ve even got some toy animals for 
the children to dress up,” laughs Elie. 
“They all seem to love putting clothes 
on the cat and the dog!” 

Alongside the exhibition, Elie and 
her team have arranged four special 
workshops; taking place each 
Thursday in August, all have an animal 
theme. 

A team from Wood Green Animal 
Shelter will be visiting the museum on 
Thursday, August 13, to tell families 
how best to care for their pets. They 
will be accompanied by some small 
animals for the children to meet, and 
there will also be a chance for kids to 
make a toy to take home to their own 
cat or dog. Another drop-in session, 
entry is free. 

Then, on Thursday, August 20, the 
museum is hosting an art workshop 
for 7 to 12-year-olds: called Peculiar 
Pet Crafts, it includes the opportunity 
to make a cat out of origami, and ice 
some animal-shaped biscuits. 

Running from 11 am until 12.30pm, 
tickets cost £1.50 and must be 
booked in advance on (01353) 
666655. 

Arty Animals, which takes place 
the following Thursday, August 27, is 
a craft session for younger children, 
aged 3 to 6. It will include making 


animal puppets out of paper bags and 
doing some modelling with Play-doh. 
Again, the session runs from 11 am 
until 12.30pm and tickets, priced 
£1.50, should be booked. 

“It’s always nice for the children to 
have something different to do during 
the holidays,” adds Elie, a trained 
archaeologist. “We chose to have the 
workshops on a Thursday because 
it’s market day - and children get fed 
up with shopping after a while!” 

Housed in Ely’s Old Gaol, on 
Market Street, the museum is home to 
literally thousands of artefacts, 
charting the history of the local area 
from prehistoric times right up to the 
two world wars. 

“Upstairs we’ve still got the original 
gaol cells,” says Elie. “Children always 
like the cells: they can actually go 
inside one of them. It gives you an 
idea what it would have been like to be 
imprisoned here.”

Other fun activities on these school 
holidays include: 

■ At Ely’s Paradise Sports Centre, 
everything from parachute games to 
space hopping to arts and crafts 
will be keeping the youngsters 
entertained. 

Running throughout the holidays, 
there will also be hockey, football, 


dodgeball, rounders, tri-golf, frisbee 
and giant snakes and ladders. 

■ At the Lighthouse Centre, on 
Chapel Street, youth music and 
drama group The Transformers will 
be taking over. 

On Monday, August 10 there will 
be T-shirt designing and a Fenland 
Jam workshop, followed by a graffiti 
workshop and DJing on the Tuesday 
and Wednesday. 

The centre will also be teaching 
circus skills. 

■ In Littleport, the village’s leisure 
centre is holding activities similar to 
those at the Paradise. 

There will be everything from 
parachute games to horse-shoe 
throwing to volleyball for all to 
enjoy. 

And at the Scout hut, The 
Transformers will be moving in with 
beat boxing, circus skills, Djing and 
graffiti workshops. 

■ Activities will also be running at 
The Glebe in Sutton, Witchford 
Village College’s Sports Centre and 
the Ross Peers Sports Centre in 
Soham. 

Events include everything from 
camping, cycling and bowls to 
swing ball, giant jenga and water 
games.

USED car values are 
gaining strength, as the 
summer brings unsea¬ 
sonably strong demand, 
according to Glass’s, 
publisher of Glass's Guide 
to Used Car Values. 

Values for smaller cars are 
performing particularly well, 
the publisher states. 

For example, the Fiat Grande 
Punto increased by around 15 
per cent during June alone. 

Similarly, values for the likes 
of the Peugeot 206 and 207 
remain very strong, with 
increases of 5-6 per cent. 

“Used-car price increases are 
likely to remain a feature of the 
market for much of the rest of 
the year, largely due to stock 
shortages,” suggests Jeff Pater¬ 
son, chief car editor at Glass’s. 

Paterson adds that dealers 
are also seeing above-average

levels of showroom traffic this 
summer. 

“There is evidence that some 
consumers, choosing to spend 
more of their holiday time in 
the UK, are venturing into 
used-car dealerships in a bid to 
find a vehicle to enjoy the 
summer in. 

“This trend has brought a 
boost to almost all makes of 
drop-top over recent weeks, 
but we still expect to see values 
of convertible models easing as 
we progress into August. 

“After all, dealers won’t want 
to be holding on to stock just as 
the summer runs out.” 

Paterson says small and 
lower-medium cars are likely to 
remain in demand, ensuring 
that strong residuals in this 
end of the market. 

Elsewhere, used-car buyers 
are being warned to avoid ‘gut 
reactions’ when looking around 
for a small runaround. 

“You might think, ‘I’ll buy a 
Ford or Fiat, because it will be 
cheap’,” says Matt Tumbridge, 
editor of Used Car Expert 
magazine. “Or you might think, 
‘a Volkswagen because it may 
be expensive, but won’t lose 
much’.”

“It has been an up and 
down few months for 
me,” said Goodjohn. “I 
feel like I am progressing 
well and boxing well, so I 
am definitely aiming to 
get to London in 2012. 

“I have struggled a 
little bit with injuries and 
illness recently which has 


set me back a little bit. I 
was maybe trying a bit 
too hard in terms of my 
training and that is why I 
got the shin splints - the 
doctor said to me that it 
was a common injury 
and I think it was just 
because I was doing too 
much road running. 

“I just got back fit from 
that and then I have had a 
cold for the last week, so 
that put me back again. 
But I am confident I can 
get back into training and 
keep fighting well. 

“London is not that far 
away now and I know 
there will be a big battle 
to get myself selected 
because there are a lot of 
good fighters around but 
I am confident.” 

Goodjohn is not 
planning another 
competitive fight until 
September but with 
London 2012 firmly in his 
mind the teenager 
insisted he would not be 
spending his summer 
lazing on the beach. 

“I probably won’t fight 
until September, but I 
will make sure I am in 
training a long time 
before that,” said 
Goodjohn. 

“With the injuries and 
illness I have had I am 
going to make sure I am 
working really hard 
throughout August. 



“The doctor has said 
that I need to be careful 
with my shins, so I will 
need to watch that. But I 
am just looking forward 
to getting back in the ring 
again.”
